New Delhi, the 11th October. 1997 

No. R-30027/11/97-OR.II.— On the early hours of 14th' September, 1997, while unloading LPG fromLPG tanker My 
Naft^Phtfftrto HPCIfsVisakh Refiiftry spheres, an LPG vapOurdoSH formed which exploded around 6.40 ’A!m. D>*e to 
h'iptosion, five Spheres and fhree'idiiks $ JBO and 1 SKO) in the Refinery and 11 tariEsUtt the Visakhapafham Marketing 
Terminal of HPCL caught fire. The accident resulted in the death of 57 persons and iiyuries to 10 persons, besides financial 
loss of about 80 crores. 

2. The Government of India have, therefore, decided to set up Conumssion under Section 3 of the Commissions of 
Inquiry Act. 1952 consisting of the following : 

CHAIRMAN: 

Justice Krishna Chandra Agarwal (Retd.) 

MEMBERS: 

1. Dr. T.S.R. Prasada Rao, Director. Indian Institute of Petroleum. Dehradun. 

2. Shri K. Ravikumar, Executive Director. Centre for High Technology. Ministry of Petroleum & Natural Gas, 
New Delhi. 

3. The terms of reference of the Commission will be as follows:— 

(a) To determine the sequence of events which cause the fire at Visakh Refinery on 14-9-1997 and indicate if 
there were any lapses. 
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(b) To examine the adequacy of the fire safety system for fire fighting facilities in Visakh Refinery'. 

(c) To advise whether there has been any negligence or carelessness on the part of the Refinery Management and 
Staff in maintaining the fire safety systems. 

(d) Arising out of point (c) further action, if any, that may be taken. 

(e) Generally, to report on any other matter that is relev ant in the opinion of the Commission. 

4. The Commission will be assisted by Special Consultants, wherever necessary and desired by it. 

5. The Commission will devise its own procedures It may call for such information and take such evidence, as it may 
consider necessary' The Ministries/Departments of Government of India will furnish such information and render such assis¬ 
tance, as may be required by the Commission. The Government of India trust that the Government of Andhra Pradesh and all 
other concerned will extend their fullest cooperation and assistance to the Commission. 

6. The Commission will submit its Report within a period of three months. 

7. The Headquarter of the Commission shall be at New Delhi.
